Former OP A Head 
Offers Plan Jo 
Ease Depression 


NEW 
YORK, Feb. 
18.— 
Chester Bowles, former OPA ad- 
ministrator, today proposed an ex- 
tensive federal program which he 
said "can modify, to a major ex- 
tent, the recession which our past 
mistakes have made inevitable." 


"During the last few weeks," he 
told the United States conference 
of mayors, "we have all witnessed 
what may be the beginning of the 
second cycle of the 
old 
dismal 


cycle of economic boom and bust 
"The prices of grains have drop- 
per sharply, and so have the prices 
of manv securities. It Is possible, 
of course, that the commodity mar- 
kets will recover and that confi- 
dence will bo temporarily restored." 
Depression Seen, 


But, Bowles added: 
"There is one fact that we must 
all face squarely: We could not 
possibly expect that our economy 
could be subjected to the wholly 
unnecessary inflation of the last 
year and a half without eventually 
paying the piper. 
"Sometime in the not too distant 


future—if it has not already start- 
ed—we will find ourselves moving 
into a depression of some sort." 


Stating that there now are many 
controls which make an exact du- 
plication of the 1929 depression un- 
' likely, Bowles said that neverthe- 
less "an extremely serious situa- 
tion can develop." He added: 


"Even though the number of un- 


employed reaches only six or eight 
million—roughly half the number of 
1032—the effects throughout the 
world would be drastic." 


Nine-Point Program. 
To cushion another depression 
Bowles proposed the following nine- 
point program "based on our ex- 
perience in the past:" 
1. "Tax cuts all along the line... 


the time to cut taxes is when pur- 
chasing power Is beginning to dry 
up." 
2. "An all-out program of slum

Justice Rutledge dissented. He 


s&ld she should be admitted at 
once. 
State Courts First. 


The court's order said that the 
case was In the hands of the Okla- 
homa state courts and that the 
Oklahoma courts must rule on the 
case before the supreme court could J 
take any further steps. 


Mrs. Fisher made the demand for 


Immediate admission in a petition 
filed with the supreme court Janu- 
ary 26 — three days before begin- 
ning; of the school's new term.

Truman Asks Nations Use Restraint 
In Palestine Crisis; Arabs Attack

governments for "restraint In deal- 
ing with the Palestine situation." 


His press secretary, Charles G. 
Ross, gave out this brief 
state- 
ment:

East, this government has. during 
recent months, addressed appeals 
to certain Interested governments 
stressing the Importance, in the In- 
terest of Middle East security and 
world peace, of tho exercise of re- 
straint In dealing with the Pales- 
tine situation. Some of these ap- 
peals woro made directly by 
the 
president." 


Messages Confidential 
Ross's statement, on which 
he 


rafused to elaborate, was prompt- 
ed by questions growing out of a 
radio report that Mr. Truman had 
appealed directly to tho Kings of 
Saudi Arabia and Iraq to use their 
Influence to prevent a spread of 
violence. 


Ross said he could not "pro be- 


yond that" when he handed 
out 


the brief typewritten 
statement. 


Ho added the president's messages 
"of course were confidential."
